1 . This is in response to the Appeal Brief filed 08/1 9/09. 

2. Claims 1-8, 10-96 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The present invention relates to space-time block decoding. Utilization of space- 
time block code is not unknown in the art of communication. Upon further consideration 
and comparison with prior art of record (closest reference, Onggosanusi et al. - US 
2002/0196842), applicant's argument in the appeal brief filed 08/19/09 is agreed to. 
Thus, claims 1-8, 10-96 are allowed as claimed.
